Living Costs 
In L. A. Show 
New Increase

Higher prices for stoves and a 
nine percent seasonal advance in 
egg costs were mainly responsi­ 
ble for a 0.5 percent increase in 
Los Angeles living costs between 
mid-September and mid-October, 
Charles A. Roumasscl, price 
economist for the Bureau of La­ 
bor Statistics announced today.

During the five year period 
since the start of war In Europe, 
prices of goods and services in 
Los Angeles have advanced 28.1 
percent compared with a greater 
than 70 percent rise in the cor­ 
responding period of the first 
world war. Less than 2 percent 
of the current advance has oc­ 
curred during the year ending 
October 1944, Roumassct added.

With the exception of eggs, 
none of the major groups of 
foods showed any significant 
price changes. The continuing 
advance in egg prices however, 
coupled with minor upswings in 
the other food groups was suf­ 
ficient to account for a 1.1 per 
cent advance in food costs. Egg 
prices ranged from 61 to 72 
cents in IMS Angeles stores and 
on the average showed an In­ 
crease of 5',i cents a dozen.

Clothing costs increases were 
confined to slight price adjust­ 
ments in men's topcoats and 

 aters and advanced only a 
tenth of a percent. The reap­ 
pearance on the market of cook- 
Ing stoves more nearly compar­ 
able to pre-war models but at 
lonsiderably increased prices 

was chiefly responsible for the 
1.4 percent increase in the house 
furnishings Index. Fiiel, elec­ 
tricity and ice prices were un­ 
changed over the month. This 
Index has been stable since Au­ 
gust 1943 and Is ndw 6 percent
